II. Claims 11-19, drawn to a frame structure used in cell detection, classified 
in class 370, subclass 512. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions of Group I and Group II are related as subcombinations disclosed as 

usable together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each 
other if they are shown to be separable usable. See MPEP 806.05(d). In the instant 
case, invention I has separate utility such as synchronizing and identifying a cell code 
for an orthogonal frequency division multiplexing (OFDM), where the method have a 
different mode of operation and effect than the invention II the time-domain frame 
structure used in a cell detection for an orthogonal frequency division multiplexing 
(OFDM). 

3. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and the inventions require a different field or search (see MPEP 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these 
inventions listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above 
and there would be a serious search and examination burden if restriction were not 
required because one or more of the following reasons apply:
